Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 4-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Referring to Claim 1 , the prior art of record does not suggest or disclose a 
method for inspecting and SOI wafer containing silicon islands within a silicon 
oxide film formed on the SOI wafer by using an ion beam to etch and image the 
surface at the same time with 15 to 40 keV, having a beam current of 3.6pA and 
a beam diameter of 1 8nm. 

Claims 4-9 are dependent on claim 1 and are allowed for the same 
reason.
